Comments onthe Irish Deader’s Speech by 
the London Press—Over Two Million Cop- 
. tes ef Boulanger’s Book Distributed in 
the Provinces—Condition ef the German 
Emperer — The Dispute With Moerecco 
Settled—Foreiga News. -. ! 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LoxponN, May 9.—The publication by Par- 
nellofthe correspondence between Carnar- 
yon and Dwyer Gray in 1885, is rather em- 
barassing to those whobhave been maintain- 
ing, since Carmarvon’s guarded denial 
recently, that the Tories never coquetied with 
the home rulers. The public, however, are 
rather tired of the controversy. Salisbury’s 
speeches in 1885, previousto the time when 
he found he could not secure a ma- 
jority, even with the support of the 
Irish members, remain on record, particu- 
larlythe one delivered at Newport, where- 
in he referred to Parnell as *‘the Irieh chief,’’ 
and hinted that the true solution of the Irish 
question lay in adopting some such relation- 
ship with England as exists between Austria 
and Hungary. It is needless to say that such 
words pointed in the direction of far larger 
concessions to home rule than any subse- 
quently proposed by Gladstone. In the face 
of these facts anybody who doubts the ten- 
dency of the Tory party at that critical period, 
is hardly worth convineing by the production 
of letters’that passed at the time between the 
Parnellites and Salisbury’s Goverament. 


THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL. 

No fewer than thirty Unionist-Liberals, or 
nearly half of that body, have expressed their 
intention to oppose the licensing clauses of 
the local government bill. This will probably 
lead to important modifications which will not 
be in the interest of the publicans. Since the 
great demonstration of the wheelwrights last 
Saturday against the cart tax which Goschen 
proposes, this is ajiso likely to be 
seriously reconsid>sred. It is already in 
contemplation to exclude Scotland from 
its operations. Failing in this, all the Scotch 
members to a man will vote against the bill. 
This alone would endanger it. No govern- 
ment could remain in office after the rejection 
by the Commons of an important part of the 
budget scheme. The tradespeople of the city 
complain, not only of the burden placed upon 
them, butof the inquisitorial nature of the 
tax, if the bill authorizing it 1s carried: the 
tradesmen’s premises are liable to be en- 
tered atanytime by inspectors, to whom all 
their books must be shown. 


DR. LEV?’S DEATH. 

Dr. Leone Levi, whose death is announced, 
occupied the highest position here as statis- 
ticlan, specially devoted to study of the the- 
ory of trade, He founded the Liyerpoo!l Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the first establishment of 
the kind in England. Although he took out 
letters of naturalization as an Englishman as 
far back as 1847, he always spoke English with 
a strong Italian accent. He was very popular 
with his fellow members of the Statistical 
Society, where his ehort figure and striking 
countenance, surmounted by his bushy head 
of bair, will be greatly missed. 


BOULANGER’S BOOK. 


Over Two Million Copies of the General’s 
Work Distributed in the Provinces. 


Fpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, May 9.—Yesterday 2,500,000 of the first 
numbers .of Gen. Boulanger’s book called 
*‘*The German Invasion’’ were distributed 
gratuitously in the provinces. On the first 
page is the picture of a soldier, gun in hand, 
looking out over the Eastern frontier. Inthe 
distance is seen the familiar outiine of Stras- 
bourg Cathedral, and in the first preface the 
General gives the following letter: 


** FRIENDLY READER—My adversaries repre- 
gent me as being an apostie of war. It is for 
you to judge in reading this book of a patriot 
who has no other inspiration than a high sen- 
timent of national dignity. 

**GEN. BOULANGER.’’ 


It is dated April 15, the date of the election 
in the Department of the Nord. The second 
preface is published in extenso in the Neu- 
‘vieme Siecle and sums up about as follows: 

‘*The people have two ways of protecting 
pational independence and civil rights—the 
gun andthe vote. The latter shows to the 
chosen elected the will of the people; the 
former watches over the security of the nation 
against foreign attack. Hence, the army 
must conduct the Inside and foreign policy. 
Gen. Boulanger esteems that he is renderiug a 
service to his country by publishing his book, 
as the Government has always neglected 
to give or publish the war record. He 
means thus to enlighten the garret, hut, 
workshop and farm-house and to make the 
truth penetrate into the center of the laboring 
classes, and even now the General is said to 
receive from this voluntary task the sweetest 
and highest satisfaction. He uses the name 
and prestige of Gambetta skillfully. He calls 
upon the women of France to give a new, 
sound and vigorous generation, and to cevote 
their lives to the freedom of their country.’’ 

The local anti-Boulanger papers see a fearful 
ere of pronunciamentos should the Boulanger 
theory of a political army ever become an ac- 
cepted doctrine. But the general public ts 
not alarmed because it is confident Gen. Saus- 
Bier willshoot Boulanger the moment be in- 
cites disorder.

PARNECL'S SPERCH, 

LONDON, May 9.--T¥e London papers pub- 
lish the full correspondence between Lord 
Carnarvon and Mr. Gray from which Mr. Par- 
nell quoted in his speech last night. With ref- 
erence to the Crossmagien affair, Lord Car- 
narvon insisted that be had doubts tn regard 
toone or twocases and submitted them to 
the Lord Chancsliorwith the result that Ear!

The Imperial Federation League—Bucket-

OTTAWA, Ontario, May 9%.—The Ottawa 
branch of the Imperial Federation League has 
forwarded amemoriaitothe Governor-Gen- 
eral, in which they represent that the attain- 
ment of the objects sought for by their organi- 
zation would be greatly facilitated by a con- 
ference of delegates representing the Cana- 
dian and Australian Governments.

ELECTION OF ‘DELEGATES TO SEDALIA ON 
NEXT MONDAY. 


Selection of Delegates-at-Large and District 
Representatives at the National Demo. 
cratic Convention—The City Candidates 
for the Honors—Natienal Committeeman 
Prince’s Plaa—Political Netes. 


The Democratic City Committee will meet 
to-night at the rooms, northeast corner of 
Sixth and Pine streets, to make final arrange- 
ments forthe primariés to be held next Mon- 
day. It was expected that the Supreme Oourt 
would decide the poll-book controversy, 
but no opinion will be handed down 
in time to i 0be followed at the 
coming primaries. The School Board has 
yoted to give the Central Committees the use 
of the set of poll-books owned by the board. 
These were prepared before the precinct con- 
solidation and consequently will beof very 
little use to the committees in the approach- 
ing primaries. It is now too late to undertake 
a precinct canvass. At the primaries the 
judges will have to depend on the 
Scheol Board books if the offer of the board 
is accepted, or use such old books as may be 
owned by committeemen since the election of 
November, 1886. By using these and follow- 
ing the primary election laws the election can 
be held on Monday, as was done by the Ke 
publicans on last Saturday. 

The object of the primaries will be toselect 
delegates to the State Convention to be held 
at Sedaliaon the 17th inst., when the delega- 
tions from the wards and counties constituting 
congressional districts will meet in congress- 
ional district conventions toelect delegates 
to the National Democratic Convention to be 
held in this city on June “5. The 


delegations in each Congressional District will 
organize in regular conventions for this pur- 
pose, electing officers, appointing committees 
on permanent organization, platform, etc. 
Each District Convention will chese two dele- 


gates and two alternates and report 
the choice to the general conven- 
tion. None of the District Conven- 


tions will report platforms, as that work will 
be left to the State Convention. Five of the 
delegates to the National Convention will be 
selected from St. Louis and probably six. In 
the Eighth Congressional District Central Com- 
mitteeman John B. O’Meara and Councilman 
Patrick O’ Malley arecandidates for places on 
the delegation. Mr. John W. O’Connell is also 
counted a candidate for the honor. 

In the Ninth Congressional District, Presi- 
dent Geo. W. Allen of the Council, and Mr. 
Chas. W. Knapp will be the delegates. 

Inthe Tenth District one of the delegates 
will be from the counties included in that dis- 
trict. Jasper Burns, who went to Chicago 
from the district in 1884, ia a candidate. The 
city candidate has not yet been named. 

President Dav@j W. Caruth is named as the 
city’s represen®Wative on the deiegation-at- 
large. Chairman D. H. Shields of Hannibal 
and John O’Day, who represents the Spring- 
field district in the State Democratic Commit- 
tee, are also candidates for delegate-at-large. 
Lon V. Stephens of Boonville is one of the 


candidates for delegate-at-large. It 
is probable that Congressman Dock- 
ery or Congressman Clardy and

THE BUSINESS DONE BY THE ST. LOUIS 
BEEF COMPANY. 


Ss. W. Allerton Defends His Company and 
Pays His Respects to Senaters Vest and 
Plumb—His Statement of the Extent of 
His Trade—The Actual] Facts—Less Than 
Three Car Loads of Dressed Beef Sent 
Out of St. Louis Daily—Some Compara- 
tive Figures—The ’Frisco Pledges Aid to 
the New Stock-Yards. 


Mr. 8. W. Allerton, the lessee of the East St. 
Louis beef house and one of the heaviest hold- 
ers of stock in the National Stock Yards, takes 
umbrage at the statements made that his beef- 
house scarcely slaugbters enough cattle to 
cover St. Louis and the territory immediately 
surrounding the city. He is evidently also 
very much stirred up over the proposal to 
build stock yards on the west side, and writes 
a second public letter on the subject, in which 
he not only defends his beef house, but pays 
his respects to Senators Vest and Plumb. The 
letter will be found interesting a3 his view of 
the question: 

MR. ALLERTSON’S SAY. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A writer in your paper says the St. Louis Beef Co. 
slaughters only jos enough beef to cover the business 
of St. Louis. This company has a beef-house at 
Dover, N. H., Pittsfield, Haverhill, Boston, Putman, 
New Haven, iartford, ‘Middletown, Millerton, New 
York City, Patchogue, L. 1., Syracuse, Indianapolis, 
Columbus and Dayton. These houses have been 
built ata cost of $80,000 tosell beef outside of St. 

ouls. 

If 5t. Louis only had some other enterprising man 
who would come to the National Stock Yardsand do 
the same, it would help build up a market. 

The National stock Yards will donate the land and 
render some other aid The trouble with the 
St. Louis live stock marketin the past has been too 
many interests in the stock yards, not like Chicago, 
pulling together and making one great market. Yet 
they do not see their past folly and still wantto di- 
vide their business. Who would buy their cattle if 
they had another yard? Notthe present men, who 
have a dead scheme on hand, forthe market is now 
free forany man to buy or sell. What more could 
they have on the other side in a new yard? 

Senators Plumb and Vest have aired themselves 
talking of something they know nothing about. The 
St. Louls Beef Co. has been in business tiree years 
and has not made is per cent on the capital invested. 
If Chicago dressed beef men aresuch robbers as Plumb 
and Vestrepresentthem St. Louis must be payin 
50 cents per hundred more for its cattle than Chi- 


cago. All the Eastern buyers say that cattle cost 
more in St. Louis than Chicago. 

These Senators are ae oor mean because Kansas 
and Missouri farmers get nothing for their live stock 
in Chicago. They do not stop to think that Congress 
isa body they are members of; that it has passed 
laws clearly unconstitutional that have robbed the 
cattle raisers of not less than $7 per head. The oleo- 


margarine bill, which was passed in the pretext 


of keeping the Eastern dairy interests, reduced 
the value of the fat of a_ steer fully $2.50 
erhead. Then the interstate commerce bill, passed 


n the interests of the railroad companies, made it 
cost $2 more per head to transport cattle from the 
West tothe Eastin ISS7 than in 1586. They have 
allowed Germany and other foreign countries to im- 

ort green hides free of duty which has had the ef- 
fect to break our hide market fully 4 cents per pound, 
equal to $2.80 on an average steer. 
Yet these two great Senators will protect the Eastern 
dairyman and the Eastern manufacturer, and live in 
the West, and expect by making these exaggerated 
statements to cover up theirown stupiaity, igno- 
rance and prejudices in putting a tax om the products 
of the Western country. 

The average Western Congressman voted forthe 
interstate commerce bill because it was a large- 
sounding term. If they had known that it was only 
a bill of lading for a car of cattle to aid the railroads, 
by an act of Congress, toring $2 per head out of the 
farmeérs it probably would not have been passed.

SOME FACTS AND QUESTIOS. 

Mr. Allerton in his defense of the East St. 
Louis Beef Ce. states that the company has 
beef houses in Dover, Pittsfield, Haverhill, 
Boston, Putman, New Haven, Hartford, Mid- 
dieton, Millerton, New York City, Patchogue, 
Syracuse,Indianapolis,Celumbusand Dayton. 
These houses,hesays,representan investment 
of $80,000. This statement makes it appear 
that the company is prepared to do and is do- 
ing an extensive business in dressed beef out- 
side of St. Louis, Mr. Allerton does not state 
that the East St. Louis Beef Co. built these 
houses or owns them outright. Asfaras that 
goes in the account of the transaction by 


which Mr. Allerton got an entrance into 
Patchogue for Long Island business, 
the New York apers at the time 


Pp 

stated that Mr. Allerton simply had an ar- 
rangement with the owner of the store-house 
by which whatever beef he sent could be 
stored there with that of other dressed-beef 
men. As for Mr. Allerton’s New York house 
he has a slaughtering establishment there and 
ships live cattle to be slaughtered for the 
New York market. Now will Mr. Allerton 
answer this question: Are the beef-houses at 
the places he mentioned, valued at ,000, 
owned and operated by and for his dressed 
beef house in East St. Louis? 

There is another view of it. Mr. Allerton 
mentions fifteen places where St. Louis dressed 
beef is sold,butwhat comparison do these fifteen 

laces bear with the number where the dressed 

eef of the Chicago dressed beef men is sold 
and isn’titin the ratio in favorof Chicago 
or of even one Chicago house of equal capac- 
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ity fifty to one or more? While $80,000 
is mentioned as the total of investment for the 
distribution of St. Louis dressed beef, doesn’t 
Mr. Allerton know that this is a mere drop in 
the bucket as compared with the amount in- 
vested forthe distribution of Chicago beef, 
presuming that this amount is actually invest - 
ed for St. Louis beef? 
A BIG THING ON ICE. 

But there are other facts which Mr. Allerton 
has entirely overlooked. He 
ed altogether to give any idea 
of the actual business done by the East 
St. Louis Beef Co. outside of 8t. Louis. 
He neither mentionsthe number of cattle 
slaughtered by the Beef Co., nor the number 
of car loads sent to the various points outside 
of St. Louis, wherehbe claims the company 
does business. Thisis rather important as 
showing the importance of the National Stock 
Yards as a dressed-beef producer. Fortu- 
nately itis an éasy matter to learn the extent 
of the operations of the East St. 


Louis Bee Co. The’ statistics are 
to be found in the stock yards and 
they are of such a nature as tocause Mr. Al- 
lerton to blush for his enterprise and to prove 
conclusively to St. Louisans the need of new 


capital, energy and push being put into the 
business. Statistics show that from Marchl, 
of the present year, to May 8, a total of sixty- 
nine days, exactly 201 cars of dressed beef 
were carried out of East St. Louis tothe East. 
This is a fraction less than three 
cars of dressed beef a day, a 
magnificent amount certainly for a_ city 
with nearly five bundred thousand inhabit- 
ants for the National Stock Yards and a beef- 
house witha capacity of 1,000 head a day. 
The figures are so absurd in the face of the 
statements of Mr. Allerton as to be laughable 
if it did not speak so monstrously of the de- 
cline of the St. Louis market. What would 


even should all of them go 
As a matter of fact eighteen of 
the cars went to Indianapolis durin 


that time and represent the sum total sen 
tothat market. This is less than a third ofa 
car a day, hardly enough to run a corner 
butcher shop or two, and the entire three cars 
distributed in such markets as Mr. Allerton 
mentions would figure about as much as a 
drop of waterina reservoir. They furnisha 
few steaks to each place. 

It isnot to be wondered at that the invest- 
ment does not pay eitherin the dressed-beet 


establishment or the beef houses else- 
where. The Chicago dressed-beef 
men staughter on a low estimate 


about five thousand head of cattle a day, and 
send out train -loads instead of car-loads daily. 
How does it happen that St. Louis does not 
slaughter more than two hundred a day and 
sends out less than three car-loads? It looks 
more now than ever as if the Chicago combine 
controlled the output of the 8t. Louis market. 
Here is another questiou for Mr. Allerton: If 
the price of-cattie in St. Louis is higher than 
in Chicago, why do not the cattle come here 
for sale? 

As far as Mr. Allerton’s offer goes the 
facts show that in the present condition 
ofthe market his offeris an enormous biuff, 
as he admits thatthe men over there havea 
dead scheme on their hands and it appears 
that they are very much afraid that some one 
will start a live scheme. 

As to the low price of cattle in Chicago, this 
very point is made bythe cattlemen that the 
Chicago combine control the market abso- 
lutely and get such concessions from the rail- 
roads as enable them to force other men out of 
the market and destroy competition. 

As for the oleomargarine bill and the iInter- 
state commerce bill, the former did affect the 
posse of tallow butthe decline in the cattle

J. H. Brookes mace a statement which 
bas aroused the ire of the West End W. C. T. 
U. ladies as is indicated by the following card. 
The recent banquet togl’resident Patton also 
comes in for a share of attention. In discuss- 
ing one of the Princeton Alumni’s banquets a 
year Or 69 ago the ladics got the whole Pres- 


byterian Church mixed up in a very 
unpleasant entanglement. The pres- 
ence of liquor at this banquet 


had impelled the ladies tosend a memorial 
to the General Assembly. This memorial never 
reached the assembiy. The Moderato:, Rev. 
Dr. D. CO. Marquis, was charged with having 
suppressed it. Prominent temperance Pres- 
byterian gentlemen took up the matter and 
gent out the famous ‘‘alcohol’’ circulars to 
every presbytery in the United States. The 
row threatened toend in an investigation re- 
garding the miscarrying of the memorial, but 
gomebhow & peace was patched up.

REVEREND AND Deak Brotners—in Dr. 
Brookes’ letter published in Post-Dis- 
PATCH of May 1 he says: ‘‘When, the 
friends of temperance demand that 
something other than the ‘fruit of 
the vine’ shall be used at the Lord’s supper, 
then fellowship ceases between them and 
him. Supposing this to aim atthe W.C. T. 
U.’s advocacy of the usefof unfermented wine 
inthe churches,the WestEoad W. C. T. U. 
acain deputes me to address aletter to the 
Presbyterian clergy of thiscityin order to 
place ourselves correctly before them on this 
question. We should indeed grieve at the 
withdrawal of the fellowship of any true 
Christian, and we trust a little reficction will 
induce a more brotherly feeling. It is a great 
wistake to imagine that we oppose the use of 
the ‘‘fruit of the vine’’ attbe Lord’s supper; 
on the contrary, it is this use of this fruit we so 
earnestly desire to bring about instead of the 
nse of that false, treacherous, poisonous sub- 
stitute, fermented wine. Fermented wine is not 
the genuine ‘‘fruit of the vine.’’ Unfermenrtted 
is. Fermented wine bears the same relation 
to the true fruit that the dead and decomposed 
body of a man bears to the man himself. Fer- 
ment is a process of dccay which @estroys and 
utterly changes the nature of any substance 
subjected to it. Can whisky, made of corn, 
be calledthe fruit of that wholesome grain? 
Can a decomposed corpse be called the fruitof 
the living body? During the process of decay 
through which the ‘‘iruit of the vine’’ is 
carried the deadiy and devilish elementof 
alcohol is gendered. Alcohol, itself the creat- 
ure of death and decay, becomes the inexora- 
bie foe to life. Its contact kills, ite breath 
poisons, Noliving organism, either animal 
or vegetable, can existin it. The W.C.T. U. 
believe the Bible sustainstheir views on this 
subject. Will you withdraw from us your 
Christian fellowship for holding these views? 
Are they criminal? Are they harmful to 
humanity? If weare tn error, bear witb us 
with brotherly kindness, show us wherein we 
err. Weonly seek the truth and the right, 
but do not, we entreat you, hold aloof with 

roud disdain and deny us your Christian fel- 
owship.

ENGLAND has greatly ‘improved her law 
of libel in the direction of greater freedom 
for the press since we copied it in this 
country. The fiat of the Public Prosecu- 
torin England or of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral in Ireland must be obtained for a 
prosecution against a newspaper editor or 
publisher for libel, and the defendant is 
entitled to have all his costs paid by the 
prosecutor if it is proved thatthe article 
complained of was inserted without mal- 
ice or gross negligence and that a retrac- 
tion Was tendered. Moreover, any ar- 
ticle published in the discharge of a 
public or private duty is ‘‘priv- 
ileged’’ and the burden of proving 
malice rests on the complainant. Yet 
with a law much more liberal in these re- 
spects than the old English law still en- 
forced in most of our States, the English 
Parliament is considering an amendment 
greatly enlarging the ‘‘privilege’’ of the 
press so as to include all fair and accurate 
reports of court proceedings, public meet- 
ings, official matter, or *‘any other matter 
of public interest which is a fair subject 
of newspaper report.”’ Such amendments 
in this country would put an end to a large 
line of shyster business in the way of libel 
suits which are merely means of black- 
mailing newspapers.

IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS TO THE INTER 
STATE COMMERCE LAW. 


Aiding the Work of the Commission—Investi- 
gation of Gen. Ewing’s Accounts—His 
Successor Appointed—Chaska’s Father- 
in-Law Indignant—Bond Offerings—Pro- 
ceedings in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.—The Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce to-day or- 
dered a favorable report upon an amend- 
ment to the sixth section of the inter- 
state commerce law, which section now pro- 
vides for a summary proceeding by mandatory 
er other processes by United States Circuit 
Courts sitting in equity to force any lawful 


order or requirement of the Commission. 
The amendment continues the provisions of 
the section as they now stand as to any order 
or requirement of the Commission not 
founded upon a controversy requiring a 
trial by jury; but as to matters which, 
under the Constitution, require trial by 
jury, it is proposed that the Commis- 
siow or any person interested may apply in 
a summ way to Cireuit Courts sitting as 
courts of law. The amendment makes pro- 
vision for the speedy trial of such cases, and 
rovidesthatonthe hearing the findings of 
act by the Commission shall be prima facie 
evidence. It also provides that the court 
shall, by its order, fix atime for the trial not 
less than twenty nor more than forty days 
from the date of the order. 


The Butterworth Lardine Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.—To-day had 
been set apart by the House Committee on 
Agriculture for final action upon the Butter- 
worth lardine bill, but in view of the 


fact that only eleven members of the com- 
mittee were present, the consideration of 
the matter was again postponed until 
Thursday, the i7th inst. During’ to- 
day’s session there was some discussion with- 
out result, of several propositions which have 
not taken the form of bills, based 
apes the Butterworth bill but generally 
of a wider scope and contemplating an inspec- 
tion of food products fgenerally and 
the imposition of taxes upon adul- 
terated articles. Before adjourn- 
ment the committee resolved that unless 
otherwise determined by the majority of 
the committee on the 17th, a vote shail 
then be taken’ on the subject matter of 
the Butterworth bill withthe understanding 
that if a majority favor a proposition of tnat 
kind, asub-committeeshall be charged with 
the duty of preparing & suitable 
bill for the approval of the 
committee. In the event of unfavorable action 
upon the proposition the Butterworth bill is to 
be reported adversely to the House.

WaASHINGTON,D. C., May 9.—Mr. Butterworth 
of Ohio called up the bill authorizing the exec- 
utive departments of the Government to par- 
ticipate in the Centennial Exposition of the 
Ohio Valley and the Centennial States to be 
held in Cincinnati from June to October, 1888. 

Mr. Grosvenor ot Ohio offered an amend- 
ment, which was adopted, providing that 
such exhibits as relate to the settlement of 
Marietta and the territory nortnwest of the 
Uhio River may be placed on exhibition in 
Marietta for three days. The bill was passed. 
(It appropriates $150,200. ) 

Mr. Cogswell of Massachusetts said that Mr. 
Woodburn, in his speech on Saturday, had 
stated that ‘‘William Endicott, Jr., of Boston, 
a Cabinet officer of the Republic, its Secretary 
of War, was admitted (to the Cobden Club) in 
1887.’’ He (Mr. Coeswe 1) knew Wm. Endicott, 
Jr., of Boston, well. He was not a Cabinet 
officer of this Republic. He was nota Secre- 
tary of War. He wasagentleman of prom!- 
nence; was a member of a large importing 
firmand an occasional writer on economic 
questions. Possibly he was a member of the 
Cobden Club. Wm. C. Endicott—but Mr. 
Cogswell was not permitted to proceed fur- 
ther, being interrupted by demands for the 
- order. 

Mr. Phelan of Tennessee presented a con- 
ference report, which was adopted, granting 
to the city of Grand Forks, Dak., authority 
to build two _ free bridges across the 
Red Kiver. The House then went into 
Committee of the Whole (Mr. Springer of Iili- 
nois in the ohair) on the tariff bill. 

Mr. Morrow of California eoncluded his 
speech in opposition to the bill, ad- 
dressing himself more especially to 
the free lumber clause of the measure. 
He stated that the labor engaged in 
manufacture of lIumber on the Pacific 
coust was exclusively well-paid American 
labor. The placing of lumber on the free
